F& ſecured by divers unconſcionable and rurbulenr perſons, meer- 

S ly fordelay of Execution, upon divers Judgments and Recoveries, 

Sf. which for juſt and due Dcbrs and 'dewands they have knowne 

SD have bcen recovered and obtained againſt them , and have by 
Combination with Town-Clerks and Srewards, and other Offi- 

4: ers of Courts, procured the Records thereof ; with very many 
,and.ctherunneceflary things to be returned with, and upon the 

Rerurne of ſuch rits of Error , after that the proſecutors of ſuch 77;ts have 
cauſed delay of the Executions of: ſuch Judgements or Recoveries, ſomerimes by 
one, two, or three Renuings of ſuch zprits of Error, contrived by Officers for 
their owne onely gaines; by meanes whereof divers and ſundry Plaintiffs and 
Demandants , and Recoyerers of Judgments and Recoveries, have beene ar 


more charge to repaire to'ſuperiour Courts, to which ſuch Records have bra 
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2), | 
ſent or removed, then the matter therein recovered hath been worth , though 
ſuch proſecutors before mentioned, of ſtch writs of Error, ſometimes have been 
at double, other times xrebbleſo much , rather then they would or have payd , 
that ( which in conſcience they haye knowne ) they ought to have payd, 

And whereas the Matter upon many of ſuch V Vrirs ot Error after the returnc 
thereof into ſuperiour Conrts, hath there Jang depended before the lame have 
been determined , and much rrouble and charge hath been abour the ſame in 
ſome of them , more then the thihg recovered hath been of value , which chief- 
ly hath been occaſioned by Contrivances of extorting and exatting Otficers for 
their falthy lutre, | 

And whereas in ancicht rimcs VVritts, of Error ( asappeares by the forme 
thercot , inthe Regiſter Book of VV ritrs) were made out upon the Complaint 
of the Partics gricycd by any erronioys Judgemenr, or Recovery, and were drawn 
byche Le-rncd Maſter Clerks of the Chancery ,, till by thema torme was contri- 
ved for many of thule VVrits: And now of latc "Thoſe of them which have been 
ordinary VVritr or V Vrits of courſe have been made of courle by Curfſitors, and 
all choſe ( which fince thoſe ancient "Times have been ſpeciall ) have been 
drawn and contrived by learned Counſell and Clerks, and coppics thercof deli- 
yered to Curſutors tomake, who have nor only taken ſo much as in comperency 
hath been ſuſhcienr for the drawing thereof , but allo as much more as the Pro- 
ſecutors of the ſame hayc paid for drawing and contriving thereof, to thole w © 
could draw and have drawne thole ſpeciall V Vries, whereby rhe Proſecutors of 
ſuch V Vrits have been put to double charge to pay unto the Undeſerving and 

Ignorant more then to the deſerving, Diligent, and Learned, 

Fort Remedy wherof,it is wiſhed to be defired that it way be provided, 

Thar bereafter no ſtay of Execution ſhall be by reaſon of any V Vritt of Error 
above fix weeks next after my Judgemenr \h111 be given, or Recovery had , un. 
lefle the Proſecutor or Proſecutors of ſuch Writts , do ſet down and expretle 
plainely 1a writing the Tenor of the whole Record of ſuch ludgement or Reco- 
very , or ſo much thereof, wherein Hee, Shec,or they, do or ſhall ſhew the Er- 
ror or Errors tobe, in the maancr and forme ofa Suggeſtion, or a Bill or Com- 
plainr, without yaine Recitalls or Repetitions of vaine and trivilous continu- 
ances or other things, whercinno Error be,or thall be ſhcwed or afligned, 

And that no Writt of Superſederas, upon;any Writ of Error hercaftcr ſhall be 
made, untill ſuch Suggeſtion, Bill,or Complaint be, or ſhall be ſo drawn,and 
Error or Errors ſet down or exprel'cd as farre, and as many, as the Prolecutor,or 
Proſecutors in ſuch Writ do, will ot ſhall infiſt upon ; and the ſame be,or ſhall te 

fgned under the hand of one or mere of the ludges or Iuftices of the Court prus 
per to reforme, or corrc& ſuch Errors or, falle Indgements, ang to rcvcrlc oc 
aficme ſuch Iudgement or Recovery { cxpreſsing therein by ſuch Iudge or 
Juſtice , that he concciveth Error to be in ſome part thereof, - 

And that mediatly after any Defendant in ſuch Writ of Error, do or ſhall 
heare of ſuch Errors aſſigned, Hee, Shee, or They may plead to the ſame, and 
aſter iſſue ioyned thereupon, cither upon ſuch Record or Tenor thereof , the 
Judges or Juſtices of ſuch Cowr, ſhall and may procced to the afhrming, or re- 
verſall of ſuch Judgement, or Recayery only, upon thoſe Errors ſo ailigned,or 
ſhewed, or to be alsigned or ſhewed, and none other; and award and make out 
Writts of Execution or Reſtitution accordingly. 

Andthargſter ſuch Syggeſhion, Bill, or Complaitit be or ſhall be ſo Ggned by 
ſuch Judge or Juſtice,any., Counſel or Clerk who can and will at the cheapeſt 

are, may make ſuch Writt of Error, wrY 

Ar that imediately after the making thereof, the ſame with the ſaid Suggeſti- 
on, Bill, or complaint, ſhall be delivexed into the Court, proper to heare and de-

rermine the ſame , together alſo with a true: Copy thereof for the Defendanr ot 
Defendants , who do or ſhall appear to the ſame, | | 

And that inſtantly after ſuch Defendant or Defendants do or ſhall appear,and 
Plead or Antwer tv the ſame Hee, Shee, or they ſhallleave tor the Proſecutor or 
Proſecutors of luch V Vritt,a true copy of ſuch plea or Anſwer in the ſame Courr, 

It thus, or in this Manner,and a Paper called an Abarement of Motionsand 
Orders,&c, torn erly publiſhed, it ſhould be Provided, then neither would , or 
could ſuch inkinits ot Appeales be, as incvitably would happen; in caſe ſuch Ap- 
peales (as in the ſaid Court, AR, or Syſtcine is expreſſed ) ſhould fall our to be 
enacted, 

And beſides many People by ſuch VVritts of Error , would be righted, in 
Cauſes, which amount nor to aboye the yalue of 10.1, 20.1, or 30.1, alwayes 
falling out to be very many and more then all others ; wherein they woul@by 
the Cyſtcm, if Writs of Errors ſhould be quite taken away , asis mentioned in 
that Cyſt--m 3 every one thereby (who ſhall bring ſuch Writs of Error)being firſt 
enjoyned to leave ten pound in the Regiſters Ofhce of the Chancery, which 
many people neither are, or are like to be able-ro do; but muſt be conſtrafned ro 
undergo any wrong Carriage in their Cauſe ,' by reafon of their Inability to 
ſeek Relicfe therein: Theretore ſuch Appcales are like tro endanger a great Out- 
cry among them,

| 8 within twoor three dayes laſt paſt happened upon a ?amphlet, called 
A Vindication of a ſhort T7eatife of T ythes,excepred againſt the Funcrall of Sy- 
mony, lmpropriations,and Tyths, bzing ſcattercd abroad latcly fince rhe laſt Triniry 
Terme, in the nature of a Rejoynder, roa Reply of ours , to an other Pam» 
phl:r called a Treatiſe of Tythes, rouching angerly,and ſnatching at, by way of 
Anſier, ro a ſmall Tra&@ of Tyrhs of Friends of us, only carching hold atfome 
things in it zo underyaJue the ſame; and leaping over the moſt mareriall things 
in ic; Wee have thought it convenient ro ſur-reioyne to that Reioynder, and by 
way of Sur-1cioynder do lay to the Martters of that Reioynder:;Frſt as ro that mat- 
rer where he ſaith, that itis ſaid, that we in our Reply ſay, that there is not any 
of the Icarned Hyſtorics, but queſtion the duty of payment of Tithes; as is true 
they have ſaid, toſuch as of lare have taken the ſame : which one of thoſe Hy- 
ſtories hath branded . as ſacriligious and Church Robbers , and foiris, as he 
might have found in the Tra, pag. 31.32 andto that which the party reioyn-* 
ing ſaith, that he who faith, the Labourer is worthy of his hire , and thou ſhale 
nor muzzle the Oxe that treadeth out the Co1#0 3 we ſay that ſuch Tyrh-rakers 
as the Tra&t and our Reply ſpeak of, that is ro fay, the Impropriators be not any 
ſuch, as ſo labour , buras they be ar large exprei'ed in the Tratt pag. 30,31,32z 
and rather tread the Corne into the Myre,then do any gol, and therefore ſuch 
unprofirable Catrell ought to be muxx/ed. And therciute the Reioynant had 
betrer for himfelfe have forborne that Aﬀertion; for which (when his Clicnts the 
Impropr iators ſhall come to underſtand it) rhey will not commend him for the 
ſame, being it maketh cleerly againſt them } And the party rcioning ſairh , thar 
the Writers ſay, that it is the Riſc, the part and Manner of paymcrt thar troubles 
them all; which true is, and ycry well they may, by reaſon ot the great and exceſ- 
five parts of the poor Husband-mans corne; which the moddern T yrth takers, ef- 
pecially the Impropriators for doi: g no good,have ſwept away, as is it at large 
expreſicd in the Tra, p. 36, And the Reioynder further ſairh, Thar it is nor 
a Tyrth, or portion thereof to be duc unto the Miniſter, that rroubles thoſe , thar 

ave written of thar ſubic@, by which word Portz0n may be obſerved , that the 


ferent from ours in theſc/modde BF: 1} FORE by his- owne confeffion, 
how in reaſon can hee deſire thir the paymgnc thereof ſhould continue as it hath 
done?Bur the partic Reioyning is ſo ſubrillas ro ioyne the Miniſters with the Im- 
propriators, Ang becauſe ws acknowledge they acknowledge they have been due 
ro the Miniſters rather then the Impropriators, and that a competent Allow- 
ance ought in conſcience and Reaſon to be allowed to the learned and Godly 
Miniſters, He bringerh the fame;tor the vindicating the payment of Tyth to 
Impropriators:; which whether any ofthe learned or Godly Miniſtry have caulc 
ro give him thanks for , any realytable man may Judge < And beſides. ic may be 
oblerved all along in the Treatiſe, and Vihdication, how iniuriouſly they would 
make;the Miniſters ( as twere ) a ftalking-horie for their further help to up- 
hold their beloved A4wvazice of Tyches without deſert, And where in the Reioyn- 
dere ſaith , that the reply doth condemnec the Appropriators for the deteyning 
the Tenth and Tythes, as they are paid in ahis Nation; which well it may, as it 
ſaith, ir doth the Impropriators, for their Predecellors the, Appropriators were in 
reſpe& of Tythes to attord ſufficient maintenance for the Yzcar and Pogreas is 
{aid inthe Trad 36. and Reply, and as is enacted I5.,R.2.2.,6,4 H.4.12, 

And King H, the 8.had them no otherwiſe then the '4bbots and Monacbes,&c, 
the Appropriators had, the ſame, as any may ſee in the Statutes of King H, g, 
concerning the ſame, And we deny them ro have come to the Impropriators 
any otherwayes by any ſerled Law of this Nation (ir being cantelled in the Re- 
ioynder thar ncirher the Decretal Epiſtle of Innocent the third, inthe yeare 12c0, 
nor the Counſcll of Lateran, in the yeare 1215, cquld impole Tithes upon 'the 
ſame.) And yet both the Treatiſe and the Vindication infilt miuch upon the 
Grear Charrter,to be tor the Right of the Church,being made not long after thar 

Counſell, and no intervening Lay , or Statute of this Nation , was made for 
Tithe, wherey it appeareth thar the Vindication it ſelfe ſhewerth Tirhes to be un- 
ſcrlcd then : Therctore the great Charter maketh nothing ar all tor the Impro- 
priators, but againſt them. And if they ſhould go about to ſhew that any Appro- 
priations WEre in thoſe times, they are like to milic of finding of any, And ler 
the Reioynant , or any of his Adherents come en againe, and they fliall be ſure 
to heare more trom ſome of Us , ro the further manifeſtation of the nullity of 
the Impropriators Right to Tithes, as it hath been lately found our, they have 
imployed the ſame, 

And we alſo deny that the People of this Nation , have held the w/agy 
of Tithes reaſonable; Or that they have ſubmirred to the payment of the ſame, 
any otherwayes then by threats, and b2ing kept under , and in feare, by the 
power of rhe Proud of the Clergy unlawfully uſurp;d, which was the principall 
Cauſe of frighting many of the People from contending with the Impropriators, 
who for the greateſt part complyed with thoſe , and climbed by their Ladder, 
both thele and thoſe ſor the moſt part having miſimployed Tyths alike, as 
is mentioned in the TraR, pag, 31 Reply þ. oy, ho as for ſubmitrance in pay- 
ment of the ſame to the Godly painfull and conſciencious Miniſter , we neither, 
can,will or dodeny, And it is well in the Reioynder to confelie that the moſt 
learned Writer mentioned in the Tra , doth ſhew a variety in payment of Tyth, 
And as to the praciſeof ir mentioned to be in the Treatiſe . 14. that wasbe- 
fore the abandoning of Charity by the Tith-takers and before ſuch nonuſing miſu- 
ſing or diffuſing as in ſeverall places in the Traf,and in the Reply, and in ſe- 
veral places in this Sur-rcioynder be. mentioned, And as to the Queſtion 
in the Reioynder whoſe Officers or Stewards Receivers of Tyths were for their 
imployment to good uſes, whole miſuſer, Non uſer, or Diſ-uſer thereof is a for- 
feirure thereof , whether Gods Stewards , to whom then ſaith the Party re-

imploy them to good uſes as before is ſaid, otherwiſe, do they not think God will pur 
ic into the Hearts of the Parliament to take the ſame from rhem, and leaye the ſame” 
ro the Owners of the Lands , that they miay be the berrer enabled ro maintaine an 
able Miniſtry and the Poor for which uſes they ought togo, as the Stewards and 
Officers of which Owners they are, as the Abbots wete tor convenient mainte- 
nance of the Vicars,and reliefe of the poor , as appeareth by rhe Statutes of R.z,and 
H the 4.and ſo K.H, the 8. rook them into his hands : and to, and for the ſame inteat 
and purpole gave, conveycd, and diſpoſed rhe Appropriations , ar ſuch ſmall Rates 
as is mentioned in the Tra&, being very lictle or nothing in reſpeQ of the ratcs as 0= 
ther Lands were lold for in thoſe times arthe firſt, to luch as were charirable and 
well imployed thoſe Impropriatons, And beſides the Party reioyning (ſhewing ſuch 
cunningnelle in his writing ) we think is not ſo ignorant ( although as he trucly afhr= 
meth , as Gods Stewards (of that which we po.icfle in the World) we are, only ac- 
countable to him ) but that yerthe Rezoynant may know, as It 15 commonly ſcen;when 
any Mildemeanour or other uniuſt Aﬀion is Committed , the Parties commuting 
the ſame , are queſtionable by the Supreame Authority and Law: And of what dange- 
rous conſequence his Miſapplying of thoſe Words are , is manifeſt z for thereby ( it 
obſeryed) all Government would be deſtroyed, and any unjuſt ation commirted , 
ifrhe party doing the ſame might not be queſtioned for it, 

And where the Rejoynder ſaith, that the Parſon is {cizedof the Tithes, &c,in 
Right of his Church, as a man is ſaid to be ſeized of his Lands in the right of his Wite, 
and ycr ir ſaich alſo that the man is not his Wives officer or Steward ; bur true and 
lawfull Owner and Poſlcſlor to his own uſe , bur the Rcioynant may know if he en- 
quire,thar if the Husband commit any offence, whereby he ſhall be divorſed from 
his Wife, or he repudiar her without cauſe , he willbe compelled ro reſtore to her 
her Lands ,and why not then the Impropriator for ſuch miſuſer, Non-uſer,or Dif-uſer 
as isaffirmed in the Repl.p.2, ( which may as well follow) ro Owners of the Lands, 
and not to ſuch Patrons as ſhall uſe Symony : for no doubr there is, but Patrons were 
Lords of Mannors at firſt , who had the diſpoſall of all the Lands in the Pariſh,aſwell 
as of the Advouſon, and now they have parted with their Lands for valuable conſi- 
deration, can there be any reaſon or cquity that the Lords or Patrons ſhould preſent 
a Symoniſt to ſtarve the Poore and ſhare and devide the ſpoile with him, as is t00fre- 
quen”,*s is at large mentioned inthe TraQ p,z7,Repl.p.z. And in the Reioynder it 
is contclled that the Law hath ordeyned to reQifiz Lands, Tyrhes,&c, given to good 
uſes upon their miſimployment:and why may it not now be pur 3n prattiſe being ſuch 
miltmployment is newly found our? the Retoynant alleadging allo that Keeper {hips 
of id-beaſts , Stewards or Biennall Ceſſation,&c, Suir not with it: if it be inthat 
point only of difference by being ſciſed in their own right , or inthe Right of the 
Church, or other Right, but be not ſuch ſeilcd as well as Parſons? Yea as 
ſtrong altogether , bur that is nothing ro the marrer 1n Hand, And asto che Poors 
Lands mentioned in the Rejoynders ro remain to this day, We know of none,al- 
though we know many Pariſhes the Tythes whereof be impropriate, and have heard 
of very few Lands belonging to a+.y Poore in any Pariſh; and if any had been ſet- 
led upon any Pariſh in ſuch manner as is mentioned in the Reioynder, tis like they 
had remaincd to this day,tor who ſhould take or alyen them away ? And they who 
look for any Vicars endowment or proviſion made tor the Poore, ſhall inde no ſuch 
thing in the Statures which the Rezoynant quoreth 3 and yer he ſaith, that wc ac- 
knowledge that Endowment and Allowance 1n thole Statutes was As rhe valuc -£ 
things then were cquall or neer to the worth ; alchough we have expreſſed in our Ke- 
ply no ſuch Starures ar all, but as we in our Sur- reioynder have ſayd, and now iy 
further, by theſe Statutes ir appeareth that Appropriators WETe to provide Convenient 


car andthe Poor, which we do averr doth imply that they ok 
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and may forfeit, as before we ſayd in our Reply, p. 1. 

Bur - he Retoynant demandceth the queſtion, To whom they ſhould be forfeit ? and 
an{wereth we lay to the Freeholders of the Lands : bur he demandeth the Frechol- 
ders Title tothem, ſaying, Hz never bought nor payd for them; To which we lay, 
the Frecholders bought the Lands with all appurtenaiices and profits, and as is ſayd 
inthe Tratt. p. 33. 34. why ſhould not the Frecholders, as well as to be ſubic& ro 
all incumbrances ol lofle, or impaire of his Lands, as alio of hinderers, diſtutbers, 
and encmies, the moſt ſubrill of which be the Tyth-rakers , as is exprefled in the 
Tratt. p.33+ 34» 

And then the Rejoynant ſairh, That we ſee it ev:ry day, the title of Appropriators 
to be by the Judges adiudged good : Huw untrue that is, that ſuch thing hath been, 
or can be done lo often, every 1calonable man may imagine; bur it tcemerth he is 
ſome great Owner and Poſlefior of 1#3pr0priations, and is like to lay any thing, be ir 
never ſo untrue, to uphold his Diana, it he could go ſmoothly away with it, and 
cloud the peoples Judgements, 

Bur if ſuch Ticles haye been often adiudged good, he might have ſcene if he 
would, Reph. 2, where it is ſayd, That ſuch Mſ-yſer, Noa-uſer, or Diſ-uſer, have 
not been ſtood upon, but it appearerh he is apt to catch and ſnatch at ſume things 
for his advantage , and leap over other things, as did the Writer of the Trcatiſc; 
which if he had not done, or not mentioned ſome of the words in the Trad in an 
angry manner, his Treatiſe might have gone filent for ought we (ould have ſays 
co ut, bur lefr them both ro be conſidered of by berter Judge ments, 

Then the Rejoynant raxeth us with not having honourable thoughts of Suprexze 
Authority : Although we never have had, did, nor doc intend to have ony other 
then hunourable opinion of Supreme Authority, nor have any waycs declated o- 
therwiſe, 

And becauſlc ir is ſayd in the Trad, fag. 28. Reph, 4, That Tyrhe came to Impro- 
friators at as low rates as Theit ſtolne poods, &c, to which the Treatiſe hath nor an- 
ſwered , and therctore 'ithe Retoynant by a wandcring Anſwer, impertinent to rhe 
matter in hand, ſaith, That we cannot make the Appr: pizators Receivers, but with- 
all che Parliaments theives : Doth this Reioznant delerve any commendarions of the 
poſterity of former Parliaments, to wk the Thcife upon them, and how may the 
furure think of him > For we onely layd that we conceived that if former Parlia- 
ments had imagined how Tythes would have been vitiouſly uſcd , they would nor 
have made ſuch As concerning the ſame as they have done, Rep. p. 3.4 5. Tr. 31, 
And we ſay inthe Traft, p. 28. that art fiiſt the Tytrorakers might be charitable, exc. 
and then the cuſtome of ryrthing be good, but otherwiſe we ſay nor goud, and there» 
fore to be aboliſhed, rheir foundation being ſandy, as in Tra. p. 33. and the ſame 
being at firſt ſtolne by the Monks , ec. as is layd in the Trad. 27. And why there- 
fore may not then ſuch things be pleaded in Bar, or given in Evidence, as in Tra#. p, 
26, and Keph p.2, 

After the Rezeynant blamerh us for anſwering the Treatiſe, where our Fricnds were 
charged with being as bad as 7ulianthe Apoſtate, who diſpoyled the Churchof their 
Liv.:ng+, &c. we oncly ſaying, Rep. 4. 6. that we thought the Tyth-rakers, who were 
t maintaine the Vicar and Poor, as we have ſayd betare, and as the Statures hercin 
recited. and haye not done the ſame, were more figgo have thoſe uncharitable Titles 
pui up-1 them then thoſe our Freinds, 

At. to "is Queſtion concerning the Lay-fees and Freehold of Tyth, we ſay, thar 
what Hold .;cver any have,or can have to them, they are bound to the compercgr 
minteniuce of the Miniſter and Poor, as wethave layd hefore, 

And 1, conrerning the ſuffer ing of Recoveries, and levying of Fines, which be ſaith 
are da'iy done ; but how he thould know the ſame ſo often done, and how it is vc 
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Bar if ſuch things have Tomerimes been done, we beleeye he can thew very f | 
any ) of tythes lcpcrate from Kefto-zs finc. the 1»»p opriations thereof : concerning 
which it occaſion be we can and ſhall lay more hereatcer, . 

And atter he ſaith, That whca nct- ber 7 udge nor Jury will comply with us, then, &c, 
at which we well may and do admire he thould lay lo, baving as appcaicth by his 
writing, taken notice of the Trad, Treatiſc, and Reply, fince which no tryalls have 
becn, wherein any ſuch thing ſhould come in queſtion 3 and how true is thar like to 
be which he alleadgeth, ler every man Judge, 

And for the interruption of Supreme Anuibority, as he mentioneth, we know of no- 
th.1g done concerning this matter 3 therefore the Kezoznant might have been filenr, 
and not troubled himiclfc with ſuch things as he can know nothing of, unlefle he 
doth it to make ſtirr to no purpoſe ; for we onely put our opinions out to publique 
view of thoſe whom it moſt concerneth, few of us having any Lands, out of which 
tythe of corn hath been payd ; And we advilc the Replyant and his Adherents to take 
heed that he and thcy be not thoſe, who go neareſt to unſertlement and contuſion of 
the Nation, in going away with Tythes for doing nothing , onely ſaying, they payd 
for them, but what was fo payd, or art leaſt ar the firſt, thcy be loath to reveale, Thar 
both the Treatiſe and the Keroznder have (lily leapt over, 

As for the Miniſtry, are not they beholding to him to put Superſtition upon them > 
for it ſeemeth if the I,xpropriaiors can go on , the R:joynam Careth not for them, 
therefore what reaſon have they ro give him thanks ? 

And Reio7nder, p.1o - he cometh on againe with ſome Matter urged before and 2n- 
ſwcred, which he ſaith tobe to proper ulcs, and yerhe contcilcth there, as we lay too, 
as the Abbots, &c hc 1d them, forthey came to King Henry the cighth,and how that was 
may be ſecn in the Statutes aforelayd , as we have fayd befors, which he ſaith he 
thinketh we have not read, but we doubt he hath not rcad them, or elſe oyer-read 
the ſame, 

And then he folleth on cloſe with his Nox claimes upon his Fines, and yaunteth as 
though he had us under his feet, and thunders againſt the Jurors to rerrific them 1 
but it any 1»-p epriato's have any ſuch Fines, they cannot be all ſure of Non-claimes, 
bur Claimes may be from five year to hve year, for many years paſt, and ſome may ie 
Jater, as the Nox-uſer, M./- uſer, or Dif wer have happened and been taken notice of , 
for what need or occaſion can there be of any ſuch thing before, 

And we adviſe him nuw he is ot way be fatisficd in conſcience of the iuſt Right of 
Tythes that he be not troubleſome nor lelf- concened in opinion, that he can ſarsfie 
the Juſt and Learned Judges intheir iudgements more then others, for they will ad- 
iudge according to that which they fee Right and Equity inthei: Judgements : and 
Jer him not endeavour to fright the honeſt Jurors, for they will not be aſſrighred by 
him, bur go according tothe iuſt r1ghr of their Evidence,fay he what he will or can, 

It ſeemecth he is ſomewhat doubrtull of his this years Tythes , char his R-29ynaer 
cometh ſo warily out to intrench it ſelte in the Countrey, and ro 01 ir ſelte here, 
that it way not be rayled,or blown upon the Sand untill Harveſt be paſt, bur ke may 
happen to taile in pair, 

And then he condemaneth us for want of charity ' of which he and his adherents 
are moſt guilty, for the reaſons, and as we have [yd before ) and his 7eaſons thereof 
are, becauſe he ſaith, We prop-le nothing cquivalent tor rhe Appropriator ; No rot 
to all, for we nced not, there will be ſufhc- ct to :emaine to many of themgand oyer- 
much to others that have other great Pouii-fhons beſides Tyrhes, out of whic!: thoſe 
that have noother maintenance may onely |:aye ſome recompence,as we hay ſeyd in 
our R-ply, p. 3. at large, but ir ſeemern that he hath: leapt over thiar, carching here 
an] there at a peice to work upon for his owne uſe, as he hath in his R-zoynd*+, p. IT. 
where he talkerh concerning Heatheniſme ar a peice inthe Traf, and miſrepeated 
that, in ſaying the whole value, in ſicad of neer rhe value, ec, for doth ir not ap- 
peare 


Jeare in the TYRE, þ. 36 That 2 competent maintenance onely ſhould be for 
the Miniftry , and then ſufficient would remaine tothe Frecholder and Husband- 
man our of his Tythes ro maintaine the Poor for his ref! petuve part, and thar is for 
good uſes, and not for Locuſts and Carterpillers , as is ſayd in rhe Tratt, p, 30, And 
befides he might have ſcenin the Tratt,p.33.34. what benefit will accrue to the Frees 
holder when the Verman berid from his Freehold : bur that it ſeemeth the Retoynane 
would nor repeat becauſe as few as may be ſhould rake notice, who the moſt ſubtle 
of thoſe Vermin be, to which we referr the Reader, 

Andthe Rejoyuaxt finds fault for our wondring at ſome part of the Treatiſe,but now 
we may wonder at the matter in the Retoynder,where it is [aidgthathe would have the 
Miniſter have his Tith till his Allowance begin: we ſay nothing againſt ir till that be 
done; but we conceive the Retoynwent lirtle regarderh the Miniſtry , but ro uphold the 
Diana of him and his Affociars, ; 

And as for the Miniſtry if they had found any thing amiſſe againſt them , they 
could and would have anſwered tor themlclves , and we believe they never ſet the 
Reioynant at work, and he need not have medled with them , for rare it hath been for 
an 1»;;ropriator, to regard the Miniſtery, And as for the filenceing of us, or any Pen- 
man ofus, it is more then the Reoynant can do, ithe go on any further in any thing 
which is nottrue and juſt, 

And inthe Cloſe he ſaith,he would have Truth vindicated, the Right of the 
Church, and propriety juſtified : bur how farr he and his Afociat or Adherent I1m- 
propriators , fall ſhort of thoſe things , moſt men that have dealing with them know, 
for as we have ſajd before , do not they now withhould the maintenance of the Mj- 
niſtry and the Church? And who can gaineſay burtthar is the truc right and proprie- 
ty ofthe Church, and bave not many of the Impropriators put the poore Vicar to 
dwcll next their great Barnes,and keep themſelves farre remote in obſcurity, where- 
by the poore [/;car having ſmall allowance, and having had charitable minds, haye 
been ſuddenly devoured hy the Poore, Beggers and Gueſts. | 

And if the Retoynant had followed the courſe of Law in pleading, the Marters had 
been brought to a ſhort iſſue : but that it ſeemeth he hath declyned (as we conceive) 
thinking that we would hayc Demurred for Multip/icity or Impertinency of Matter,and 
ſonot ro have ſear after kim intothe Country that his Rezoyader may ſick faſt there, 
bur we hope, we ſhall findea convenient time and way to goor lendafter him in an 
thing, when he ſhall in like manner ſlide away before, And we deſire him and his 
Adherents, to take heed of the verior of Franciſco Spira , and hisfearfull end,for nor 
reſtoring of the evill gotten Goods catched into his clutches , who repenred very 
farrc, in acknowledging the ſame, as wellas other Sinnes; as is ſhewedin the Mar- 
gent of the Tratt, paz.36.at Jarge,and by ſuch Divinesthere mentioned, may any fur- 
ther be inſormcd of things ,of and concerning all which premilles wc put , and referr 
ourſelycs upon, and tothe ſame Perſons, Tryall, Judgement, and Conſideration , as 
we havedon out Reply;hoping that God wil dire& thoſe moſt concerned in the premiſ- 
ſes,to ſcek and deſire their*juſt right in the ſame,and no other after ſo ſerious confide- 
ration, and mature deliberation had therecf; In which we doubr not bur God will 
give them his afhſtance and bleſling. 

And whereas rhe Retoynant, bath inturioufly charged us and our Friends, with the 
confounding of Tythes 3; Upon the whole matter it appeareth thar the Impropriators 
of lat* have confounded Tyrhes , in deteyning the greateſt part of the ſame, from 
the Miniſtry and the poore, for which uſe they were firſt inſtiruted , asis mentioned 
before by us, which we and our friends have adefire {i ould be brought into Order: 
which we hope the God of all Order, will according to his good Will and pleaſure 
accomplih in due time,
